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The 1979 annual meeting of the Bibliographical Society of Canada will be 
held at the University of Ottawa, under the auspices of the Centre de 
recherche en civilisation canadienne-francgaise, and with the generous 
assistance of the University of Ottawa Library. 


The all—day meeting will be devoted to the subject of descriptive 
bibliography. During the morning session speakers will examine various 
theoretical aspects of descriptive bibliography: its definition; its 
function; its relationship with historic, analytic and textual bibliography;

Obituaries 


Members of the Bibliographical Society of Canada have been saddened by the 
recent deaths of four of its members: Bernard Amtmann, Willard E. Ireland, 
Grace Sheldon Lewis, and Beverly Sandover-Sly. 


Dr. John Archer, Professor of Western History at the University of Regina, 
and a close personal friend of Bernard Amtmann, very kindly sent a warm 
tribute to the man who did so much for the study and retention of Canadiana. 
Part of Dr. Archer's tribute, reads as follows: 


Bernard Amtmann died on January 9, 1979. With his passing came the end 

of one of the most remarkable careers of a so-called ‘'common' man. He 

was born in 1907 in distant Austria and came to Canada in 1947 to begin a 
new career, knowing few people and owning very little wealth. At his 

death he was considered by many to be the outstanding authority on Canadiana 
--both French and English--and an expert appraiser of library collections. 
During his years in Canada he cajoled and coaxed Canadians to pay heed to 
their cultural heritage. He scolded librarians and archivists for their 
lack of concern for the papers of the country's leading personalities. 
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Governments did not escape his censure. Through Montreal Book Auctions, a 
concern owned and operated by himself, he gave the country a new understanding 
of the monetary value of papers, pamphlets, books and objects associated 

with the history of Canada. 


Dr. Archer's tribute includes the text of the citation with which he 
presented Bernard Amtmann for the degree of Doctor of Laws, honoris causa 
from the then Regina Campus of the University of Saskatchewan in May, 1974. 
Following an account of Amtmann's early life and his experiences during 
World War Two, the citation discusses Amtmann's contribution to his newly 
adopted country, Canada: 


Bernard Amtmann started a small antiquarian bookselling business in Ottawa 
on a capital of $40.00. It was a bare living. In 1950 he moved to 

Montreal and began to specialize in Canadiana. The quality of his 
catalogues and the scholarly research that went into his publications earned 
him the respect and support of librarians, collectors, and scholars in 
Canada and abroad. His name and his firm, Bernard Amtmann, Incorporated, 
became household words. He expanded his field of interests to rare books 
and modern first editions, founding the firm of Laurie-Hill Limited. He 
entered the book auction business and is the sole owner and proprietor of 
Montreal Book Auctions. 


Bernard Amtmann is the greatest authority on Canadiana that our country 
affords. But his interests are not confined to the business of buying and 
selling. His avowed purpose is to stimulate Canadians to preserve their 
cultural heritage and to appreciate their history. More than any other 
bookman, he appreciates that pamphlets, flyers, broadsides, reports, 
ephemera, are part of that history and heritage. He founded the Canadian 
Antiquarian Booksellers Association in 1966--and it held its fifth annual 
book fair in Toronto a few days ago. He attempted to organize a world-wide 
international society of book lovers; he attempted to found an Erasmus 
Circle for friends of the book; he worked to better the liaison between 
book dealers and librarians. These were not all successes--but, undaunted, 
he has now turned to the grand design of a National Bibliography of Canada. 
He brings to this challenge some substantial credentials for he was the 
compiler and publisher of Montreal Book Auction Records, 1972; Contributions 
to a Short Title Catalogue of Canadiana, 1971-1973; and Contributions to a 
Dictionary of Canadian Pseudonyms, 1973. He has made a notable success of 
building collections at McGill, Queen's,and at this institution--to speak 
of three libraries with which | am familiar. He is much sought after for 
appraisals of rare books or Canadiana. 


Bernard Amtmann died on January 9, 1979. His many friends and associates 
grieve his passing. The world of rare books and the region of Canadiana 
will be the lesser for his death. 


Willard E. treland, who died on 27 January 1979, had been Provincial 

Librarian and Archivist of British Columbia from 1946 to 1974. During 

that period, Dr. Ireland held the position as President of the Bibliographical 
Society of Canada 1962-64. He held office in various library and historical 
associations including such positions as Past-President of the B.C. Library 
Association, the Canadian Library Association and the B.C. Historical 
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Association. He was awarded honorary doctorates from the University of 
Victoria and the University of British Columbia. From 1951-1971, 

Dr. Ireland served on the senior governing body of the University of 
Victoria. 


Grace Sheldon Lewis, who died in November, 1978 in Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, 
had been a member of the Bibliographical Society of Canada since 1948, and 
served as Councillor from 1958-61. She held the position of Librarian 
with the Dominion Bureau of Statistics from 1920-1950. An untiring woman, 
Grace Sheldon Lewis continued her involvement in many professional 
associations after her retirement to Yarmouth, where she wrote a regular 
column "'Library Notes'' in the Yarmouth Vanguard, and continued to 
contribute articles to various publications. 


Beverly Sandover-Sly died 13 August 1977, but regretfully notice of her 
death was not received until November, 1978. A member of the Bibliographical 
Society of Canada since 1954, Beverly Sandover-Sly joined the staff of 
Toronto Public Library, and was head of the Wychwood Branch from 1957 

until forced by illness to retire.

COMMITTEE ON BIBLIOGRAPHICAL SERVICES FOR CANADA 


The seventh meeting of the Committee on Bibliographical Services for 

Canada, chaired by Dr. Francess G. Halpenny, was held at the National 

Library of Canada on April 18, 1979. Major items of discussion included 
plans for a special meeting to promote the value and needs of bibliographical 
work in Canada, which will be convened by the Committee at the 1979 

Learned Societies Conference in May; the Committee's continuing investigation 
of the funding of bibliographical activity; and its past and proposed 
research into the training and education available for bibliographical 

work in Canada. The Committee is preparing an information kit on 
bibliographical work in Canada, including statements on its own work in

Professor Anne B. Piternick, Canadian Library Association 
representative on the Committee, presented an interim report on funding 
aspects of Canadian bibliographical activity entitled “Responsibility in 
Canadian Bibliography''; a limited number of copies of this report are 
available from the Committee Secretariat.

Project Reports and Bibliographies in Progress 
Canadian Bibliographies and the BCB 


Peter E. Greig, Secretary, Committee on Bibliographical Services for 
Canada, and BCB—3 Editor, has submitted the following report: 


Bibliographers, librarians and publishers are urged to send reports of 
current work in progress and recently issued bibliographical publications, 
including indexes and abstracts, to: The secretary, Committee on 
Bibliographical Services for Canada, National Library of Canada, 395 
Wellington St, Ottawa (ON) KIA ON4. 


An inventory of work in progress, fully accessible by subject, compiler 

and project title, is maintained for the convenience of compilers and 
researchers and to control unnecessary duplication. The inventory was 
undertaken by the Committee's Secretariat in response to the need for 
information on bibliographical activity in Canada, as expressed in the 
recommendations of the National Conference on the State of Canadian 
Bibliography (Vancouver, 1974). A preliminary version of the inventory 
was first distributed at the third colloquium of the Bibliographical 
Society of Canada in October 1978. Colloquium participants requested that 
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the inventory be updated and published on a regular basis. A revised 
edition of the inventory will be produced to coincide with the May 1979 
meetings of the Learned Societies; at the same time, the text of the 
inventory will be made available to any association or group wishing to 
reproduce it. Copies of Canadian Bibliographical Work in Progress: A 
Preliminary Subject Inventory (Ottawa, 1976. 17 p.) may still be obtained 
from the Committee's Secretariat. 


As work in progress is published, an annotated record is created for 
inclusion in the third edition of the Bibliography of Canadian Bibliographies 
(BCB) being prepared for publication by the Bibliographical Society of 
Canada. The third entry will be briefly annotated to facilitate use of 

the work. Compilation of the core list, including materials published in 

the last nine years, is to be completed by October 1979 and final editing 
will take place while records are annotated and updated for publication. 
Following the publication of the BCB these records will be housed in the 
National Library of Canada. 


Project for Historical Biobibl iography 


The Project for Historical Biobibliography (formerly Book Subscription 
Lists Project) at the School of Education, The University of Newcastle 
upon Tyne,has requested information relating to Canadian books published 
by subscription. Publication by subscription began in England in 1617 
with John Minsheu's Ductor in Linguas and the directors of the Book 
Subscription Lists Project are attempting to locate all books published 
by this method since that time. A recent publication by the directors, 
F.J.G. Robinson and P.J. Wallis, entitled Book Subscription Lists: a 
revised guide (Harold Hill @ Sons, 1975) \1sts75,000 titles ct books — 
published by subscription representing the holdings of some 90 libraries. 
Included in this list is only one Canadian library (University of Toronto) 
and the directors hope that other Canadian libraries will now assist by 
providing copies of title pages and subscription lists found in Canadian 
imprints. Relevant information can be sent directly to Newcastle or to 
Susan Bellingham, University of Waterloo, for forwarding. 


Bibliography of Secondary Sources in the History 
of Canadian Medicine and Health Care 


Dr. Charles Roland, of McMaster University, is preparing a bibliography 

of secondary sources in the history of Canadian medicine and health care. 
The scope is intended to be as broad as possible: included will be theses 
and published material of any kind--journal articles, monographs, book 
chapters, pamphlets, etc. The bibliography is intended to encompass the 
entire time span of Canadian history, including references to aboriginal 
medicine; geographically, the present boundaries of Canada will circumscribe 
the boundaries of the project. 


All of the common sources for references have been or will be consulted, 
including the complete runs of periodicals such as the Canadian Historical 
Review, L'Union Médicale Du Canada, the Canadian Medical Association 
Journal, the journals devoted to medical history, the various provincial 
historical journals, and similar periodicals. However, it is evident that 
much material has been published in less obvious sites; these would include 
articles in journals published outside Canada, contributions to the 
publications of local or regional historical societies, and journals, 
books, and book chapters for which the journal or book title is such as 
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to make it unlikely to be examined for references for such a bibliography. 


The purpose of this note is to request readers to submit full bibliographic 
details (and reprints or xerox copies if possible) of any items thought 

to be suitable. The aim of the project will be not only to provide a 
printed checklist, but also to store and cross~index all references so 

that pertinent information will be available to scholars on request. It 

is also intended that the project will be maintained and expanded 
continuously once the bulk of the data is on file.
